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Y plans for growing Tomato Seeds 


MK this year do not, so far, include 


any additional varieties, but I 
hope to increase the number later. In- 
quiries and orders are being received so 
early that I am obliged to send out my 
list before all arrangements can be 


completed. 


My methods of growing Tomato Seeds 
differ irom that! of) most ; otewers. 11 
cannot accept orders for every variety 
because I do not do any re-contracting 
but control all crops myself. I not only 
furnish all the stock seeds but the most 
of the plants also, and it is necessary 
and desirable to confine myself to a few 
of the most desirable sorts. I can ar- 
range to grow large quantities of these 
and the buyer can always feel sure of 
receiving nothing but the very best true 


and pure stocks.

The most exact and conscientious 
care, skillful selection and growing have 
produced a very superior stock for plant- 


ino: ; “Lhe | works bas sbeen (se well 


planned and so systematically done that 
my strains of the varieties listed are 
now considered to be as pure and good 


as afly in existence. 


According to my method, each variety 
is managed as a department and by 
itself. 


Each variety is grown in a separate 


locality. 


The ripe Tomatoes of each variety 
are delivered to a central point for that 
sort where after careful inspection, all 
the seeding, curing, cleaning and bag- 
ging are done by my own experienced 
men, who have nothing to do with any 


sort other than their own. 


There is a Superintendent for each 
department and the men working with 
him have no more concern about any 


other sort than if it did not exist. 


The small lot of seeds re-contracted 
to the farmer may be washed in the 
afternoon with the same tools and by 
the same men which were employed in 


the morning on an entirely different 


sort. The two sorts may be dried at 


the same time and side by side. 


I will not risk the danger of mixture 


which this method makes so easy. 


My buildings, tools, machines, and 


drying frames are separate and distinct 


for each sort. 


It can be seen that each process, from 
the selection and growing of the stock 
seeds, to the final bagging and ship- 
ping of the product, is done according 
to a carefully arranged system. Mis- 
takes are next to impossible. If one 
occurs or if there is a doubt even, the 
lot of seeds affected is immediately de- 


stroyed. 


I do not pick or save the small or late 
green Tomatoes. The vitality of seeds 
taken from such Tomatoes is very poor 
and when used for planting the result 


is late and inferior fruit. 


The methods outlined have been de- 
veloped during seventeen years of suc- 


cessful growing of Tomato Seeds. 


The basis of all is common business 


honesty, without which no bnsiness of 


this kind can be permanently successful. 


The result of these methods has been 
a constant growth, and a widening 
circle of good friends and _ satisfied 


patrons.
